In tho jail, we found two of this 
unfortunate class, who have beon confined 
for over three months, We trust that soon 
there will bo no cause for complaint in this 
matter, 

_ Wo must strongly condemn tho condition

it, ‘We would much rather hear of their 
Prosperity, But when the opposition,from 
one end of the Dominion to the other, harp 
upon the shutting up of a sugar refinery at 
Montreal, and the loss of an annual trip of

—It would appear from tho enormous 
sales in dry goods, during the present week 
at New York, that this branch of business, 
at allevents, is improving.

This isthe largest sale of dry goods that 
has ever taken place in one day, by one 
firm in that city, that we are aware of, At 
the sale referred to there were present near- 
ly 2,000 merchants from every quarter of 
the Union, and many from Canada.

and wife, but could not protond to annul 
the marriage. Tho State can lovy taxcs 
and must honestly employ the public 
monoy and give distributive justice to 
all, otherwiso they sin and ara liable to 
bo punished by the laws of God, of His 
Church, aud of the State, A Christian 
education is tho basis of civilization, and 
a Christian Stato takes advantago of this 
and administors oathyon the Bible,which 
supposes that the individual has a Chris- 
tian conscience, Now, it is an anomaly 
for a Stato to exact such an oath, when 
it profousedly excludes roligion from the 
education with which it protonds to fur. 
uisl the pcople. The State expests to 
reap what it hasnot sown. In tho Unit- 
ed States they are reaping what they 
have sown ; thoy haye sown irtcligion, 
and they aro reaping dishonesty and pe- 
culation in the highest places of govern- 
ment, general and municipal, with other 
crimes not to bo mentioned. J have said 
that the State may help tho parents to 
educate their children, Lt may issue 
diplomas to school teachers, as is done to 
lawyers and doctors, ay a) tostimony of 
their fitness to teach, and may require 
certain conditions of schools, and leave 
to parents tho choice of schools and teach- 
ors. ‘The secondary duty of a State is to 
favour, as far as practicable, the spirit- 
nal intorests of its people by helping par- 
ents, especially the poor, to educate their 
children, for this is the right of parents, 
not tho State. Vhe State is to guard 
the public morality against views that 
destroy the health and happineas of the 
subject—for instance, to prohibit bad 
hooks, indecent pictures, the promiscuous 
yonding of poisonous drugs, and abolish 
dens of inquity, thac destcoy tho feoun- 
dity of families, for a numerous popula- 
tion is the strength ofa nation. The 
Government should also guard the sim- 
plicity and liberty of their subjects from 
the spread of doctrines injurious to their 
well-being and happinoss, such as poly- 
gamy, incestuous marriages, free love, 
communism, and the like, In this way’ 
they assist the Gospel or the Cliurch in 
its efforts to secure the primary end of 
the existence of man—that is, his oter- 
nal happiness in the next life. 

Thus his Graco very eloquently en- 
forces tho inseparable character of the 
two offices’ that harmonize the grand 
systems that under Providence prevail to 
the end of human happiness. 

The following will bo read with in- 
terest :— ai 

“It is the boast that the Bible has made 
England the most glorious and prosperous 
nation of Europe ; or, in other words, it is 
by following the teachings of Christ that 
England has prosperod. Tron, coal, her 
insular position, aud the praderice and dar- 
ing character of the inhabitants had much 
to do with England's greatnoss. Still, wo 
know that the kingdom of Christ is not of 
this world, and that He did not promise 
worldly prosperity to His followers. Yot

None but the impious will 
say, he that prozches this doctrine is no 
friend of Owsas, or he is no friend to the 
State who dares to say that Christ is above 
it; our argument is not with these people, 
I will be asked again, did not the Catholic 
Church always pretend to be above the 
State? I reply no; not in things purely 
temporal. Again, did not tho Pope de- 
throne Kings? I answer he did so; not as 
head of the Ohurch, but as chief executive 
of the Catholic Confederation of Statos call- 
ed in the middle ages ** Ohristondom,” and 
this he did, by the goneral consent of kings 
and peoples of the time, as arbiter, As no 
Confederation oxists at presont, the Popo 
has no authority over what doés not exist ; 
consequontly neither Protestant nor Oitho- 
lic kings may fear any deposition from the 

ope. What the Pope did in the Middle 
Ages tho pooplo of Nngland might do to- 
morrow, through their oxecutive govern: 
ment, wére the Queen to become a Catho- 
lic, for sho reigns by compact or coronation 
oath, uot altogether by virtue of hor legiti- 
macy. Should the Prince of Wales become 
a Catholic, or even marry a Catholic, he 
would undoubtedly never ascond the throne 
of England, If as much could be said of 
Franco, Austria, or Spain, we would never 
hear tho end of Popish bigotry and intol- 
erance, ‘Lhe Popes pronounced the doposi+ 
tion for just causes of about a dozon of 
tyrannical kings in all, through the Middle 
Ages, to put an ond to or uyoid anarchy 
and bloodahed. 

But after all the points of the discourse 
most pertinent to the times are those 
contained in the closing sentences, refer- 
ring more ospecially to local events ; 
‘But as the people now frame their own 
isws, wud govern themavlyes, it is impor- 
tant that the electors should be instructed 
to use thoir franchise Properly, and to 
place man‘ia Parliament who will yoto for 
good laws. ‘Che priests are to instruct the 
poeple to abhor bribery or tho sale of yotes 
at elections; they aro to exhort them to 
avoid calumnios, lies, and oyerything that 
would injuro private character or disturb 
public peaco, Tho people may be told to 
yote for the man whom they consciontiour- 
ly think would support honest measures in- 
dopondent of his private views, But in 
this country, where mon belong to two par- 
tios with the same principles, that is to 
say, Governmont for tho groator good of 
the people, clergy ought not to prontitute 
their sacrod character for merely party 

urposes, or uso the Church and tho altar 
au tho battle-ground for contending fac« 
tions. It is the interest of the Oburch and 
people to have good governmont, and con- 
sequontly tho clergy cannot soo the woll- 
boing of the country jeopardized by candi- 
dates whoso past, privato or political careor 
will give no hope of thoir making good 
members of Parliament, In opposing such 
candidates the pricst is to act, not aso 
olorgyman, but ag a citizen, and should not 
assume the role of a spiritual director in 
matters purely temporal; if tho Btato 
should infringe on tho rights of the Church 
so a8 to hinder ita froo action in spiritual 
muttors, thon the priost, av religion and tho 
peace of tho Church arojat stake, is to as- 
sume his sacred character, and to oppone, 
by mild porsuasion, a misdircctod logisla- 
tion. ‘To ‘bo briof, tho priest, in purely 
tomporal mattorr, as a priest hao no con 
cern, Ho is forbidden by the holy canons 
to engage in tomporal puratits, A pricat, 


‘as such, doos not rocoive from his eoole- 


sinatical training or ordination tho authori- 
ty to decide what is tho bost lino of polley 
for logislators to pursue for the good of the 
country in temporal affairs ; yot, boing w 
man of education, and loving his country, 
ho is often a bettor and o more disintoreat- 
od judge than tho genorality of electors, 
It is highly doairablo that tho clorgy should 
mix as little as possible in scoular politica 
and more party warfaro,'’ 

After reforring to the union between 
Church and State—doprocating such 
union under certain circumstances and 
approving under other circumstances, tho 
Archbishop says ;—

‘Trade at this 
and neighboring markets has been dull 
and jonctive, although sales of consid- 
orable English have been effected at 2d 
decline. Maizo of good quality has been 
etuady. Imports of all articles have beon 
moderate, At this market to day wheat was 
yery dull, A moderate business was dono 
at » ducline of 2d per contal from Tuvaday’s 
prices, Flour was slow uf salo, In corn a 
{air businoss waa done ato decline of 3d.

Ho told the Oon- 
vention plainly that Americans must not 
think that they can foroe their goods apon 
the world in general without the least dit- 
ficulty. This, he said, could not bo done, 
There are—and painful as the truth may 
be, it has to be admitted—as good,able and 
intelligent mon on the other side of the At- 
Jantio, as there are on this, and it is absurd 
for Amerigang to stand up any longer with 
the vain boast that they are lords of cre- 
ation. He advocated therefore a free ex- 
change of manufactures. If American sole 
leather oan finda market in England aud 
France, surely there is a demand here for 
their calf-skin and kid, and the only way 
to place trade upon a proper footing,is to 
haye a free exchange, The Wisconsin and 
Illinois delegates expressed similar views. 
At the close of the digcyssion, a committee 
was appointed to oonsider the matter of the 
manufacture of light leather and the tariff, 
with instructions to report ot ap early date 
the result of their investigations,

—A military attache to one of the em- 
bassies at Constantinople has recently fur- 
nished some details. concerning the Turk- 
ish army which are regarded as authontio. 
From his statement, just published, it ap- 
peareSthat the regular forces at the disposal 
of the Sultan, as ascertained from the best 
souroes, are 80;000 infantry, 20,000 caval- 
ry, 10,000 field artillery, 12,000 yendarmes, 
horse and foot, and 3,000 engineers, Tho 
organization of tho reserve is not complete, 
and although nominally it represents 300,- 
000, not more than 160,000 can bo placed 
in the field, Besides these, there are 
about 100,000 Bashi-Bazouks, Bedouins, 
militia, eto., who ore not fit for actual aor 
vice, but are useful to the Porto for mur- 
dering women and children. Altogether, 
therefore, Turkey can place in the field 
200,000 men capable of meeting trained 
European soldiers, and 100,000 irregulars 
capablo of killing old men and fighting wo- 
men and children. Additional information 
farnished by this writer shows that the 
Turks haye several military schools, a con~ 
siderable number of large and small for- 
tresses, the strongest being Bchumla, Var- 
na, Silistra, Rusichuk and Widdn ; some 
ized araecals, two ganpowder 
artillery oatablishment, and a 
cast-ateel factory.

«American craft whatever to pass through, 
‘* But if tho prosont measure doos not open 
“the oyes of those in authority in this 
country to the fact that we aro asking the 
“‘Ganadians todo for us what wo are not 
‘willing to do for thom, wo are given to 
‘understand that the step taken is only 
“the preliminary to more decided action. 
“Tho Montreal Herald remarks that we 
“have taught Osnade that even o troaty 
“obligation may be rendered of no offect 
‘(by measures to secure the collection of 
«duties, and it is even proposed to rounder

Philadelphia, July 15.

Space of two acres, and perliaps five, 
devoted to precious metal minerals alone, 
Colorado is here with everything miner- 
al but the mines themselyes—quartz 
mills and tons on tons of ore.

The small things of 
the exposition might almost as well be 
lett at home, Jn point of excellence 
Mr, Gatling’s ores are not excelled by 
any here so far as I have able to ex- 
amine them; but he found it quite in- 
convenient to compete as to quantity 
with other mines from various consider- 
ations that néed not now be explained. 
‘The ores of the West are as numerous as 
the prominent mines and, what strikes 
one as g rather strange geoloyical phe- 
nomena, yery few of the gold-bearing 
ores from the different mines have a 
similar appearance, They are of various 
culors and consistency as to texture. 
The same is true also to some extent of 
silver ores ; but mainly the silver ores 
look alike. The gold-milling process is 
very similar to that employed in the 
Richardson mines. Thoy were “ clean- 
ing up” on Friday and the result showed 
a fayourable yield. 

There has appeared no catalogue of 
Canadian exhibits yet. Great Britain's 
catalogue contains the exhibits of all the 
British Provinces byt that of Canada 
which, on account af some misynder- 
standing was left out. There is some 
feeling about it as has been. before stat- 
ed, and a good deal of inconvenience in 
consequence. On this account and the 
difficulty of ceceiving information when 
specific urticles are most asked for of the 
exhibitor, I have written less about 
Canadian affairs than I would baye done.

Game Laws 

Wo publich the following information 
respucting the gamo laws affecting this soa- 
son of tho year, for tho benefit of sporting 
men, and others of our readers to whom 
it may be of interest, It is compiled from 
the Act : Moone, reindeer, or cariboo, deer 
and elk, may be killed from the first day 
of Soptembor to the firat day of December. 
Wild turkeys, grouse, pheasants or par+ 
tridges, from the firat day of September to 
the firstday of January, Quail, from tho 
first day of October to the first day of Jan- 
uary. Woodcock, from tho first duy of 
July to the tirst day of January. Suipo, 
from the L6th of August to the Ist of May, 
Wator fowl, which aro known as mallard, 
gray duck, black duck, wood or summer 
duck, and all the kinds of duck known as 
toal, from the 15th of August to tho 1st of 
Jouuary., Hares and rabbits, from tho lat 
Soptember to tho Ist of March. No person 
shall have in his possession any of the said 
animals or birds during the poriods in which 
they aro so protectod ; provided thoy may 
bo exposed for one month and no longor 
after such periods, and may bo had in pos- 
veasion for the private uso of the owner 
aud his family at any time; butin all cases 
the*tive of killing or taking shall bo upon 
the party of possession, It is enacted that 
no beaver, Muskrat, mink, maften, racoon, 
otter or lish shall bo hunted, taken or 
killed, or had it powsossion ‘of any person, 
between the flrat day of May and tho first 
day of November, ‘Tho ponaltion attaching 
to transgression of this law aro as follows: 
In cano of doer, elk, moono or reindeer, or

Inspectors and Inspection. 


A letter written by Mr. J. W. Lang- 
muir to the Hamilton Z'imes, complain: 
ing of the courso of that journal in 
regard to recent jail escapes and the 
reply thereto by the Z'tmes, naturally 
Jead to a discussion of the whole ques- 
tion of Inspectorates from the highest to 
the lowest. There can be no doubt of 
the perfunctory manner in which the 
duties of Inspectors are performed—not, 
as wo tako it, from any particular want 
of attention oa the part of the officials, 
but mainly from the nature of the 
duties devolving upon Inspectors and 
the want o1 power to remedy the defects 
pointed out. And there is the other 
objection of multiplication of offices and 
tho contingency of divided responsibility 
which are not of small importance. 
Under our system we haye an Inspector 
of Registry Offices, an Inspector ot Divi- 
sion Courts (or had), an Inspector of 
Vuisons, Asylums and Institutions of 
Oharity und Benevolence, and various 
other Inspectors, and the system, as we 
understand, is about to be extended. 
These Inspectors may be eyer so con- 
scientious—ever so industrious, even 
anxious, for a time, todo their whole 
duty und earn their money ; but they 
fail in almost every instance. What 
earthly purpose the Inspector of Registry 
Offices serves is a thing ‘that no fellow 
con find out,” ‘Lo examine the mechan- 
ism of each instrument or pass over each 
item on the books of the several offices 
—much less to scrutinize them and pro- 
nounce on their character, is simply im- 
possible, Lo do so would employ two 
or three weeks of constant labor in each 
oflice, sty overy three months, which is 
about the average number of rounds 
made. Instead of taking the pnins to 
accomplish so much, we have reason to 
know that an hour or an hour and a 
half is all the time spent in an office, A 
few questions are probably asked, a 
document is drawn from a pigeon hole 
and glanced at, the style of the books 
used und the character of the penman 
ship employed are remarked upon, and 
Mr. Government Inspector gocs his way 
and when the time comes around he 
draws his salary and is happy. And if 
this were all, it would be the loss matter; 
bud tho Registrar has a scapegaot in this 
Inspector. If irregularities ocour, the 
Inspector is at faulb—for was it not his 
duty toypoint out irregularities and report 
upon them? All this is simply trifling 
with the public interests and the public 
funds, But no official in all the list has 
less responsibility in this respect, than 
the Inspector of registry oflices, The 
logal fraternity are very likely tu first 
discover inoompetent Registrars, and 
thoy are not usually backward in expret 
sing their opinions in veference to offi, 
ciula who have to do with them or their 
work, In the caso of tho Inspectors of 
Division Courte, the inspection possible 
under the Government regulation ia ut 
still greater farce, ‘This gentleman 
noyer had the capacity, time or power to 
point out one-tenth part of the incegu- 
Jarities that exist, A wholo regiment of 
Tuspeotors would scarcely suilico to keep 
watoh and ward over one division cour 
district.

Cattle Market 


The experiment made by Montreal 
cuttla dealers, of shipping fat cattle to 
England, having at last been proved suc- 
cessful, there is the hope that at no very 
distant day a lively trade in that direc- 
tiou will spring up, of great commercial 
interest to this country, ‘The idea of 
supplying England with fresh meat: bas 
fora long time been considered in this 
country and vigorous efforts have been 
made'to that end, hitherto without suc- 
cess; but at last the feat, if feat it may 
be called, and it is indeed a great com- 
mercial triumpb of enterprisé and cratt, 
has been actomplished to the profit of 
shippers, and the greater pleasure of the 
butchers and fresh meat men of Eng- 
land, The first experiment talked of, 
was a process of canning beef and 
mutton, and preserving the extract in 
hermetrically sealed jars. The second 
thought took shape in the shipment of 
carcasses on ice, in the hope that in that 
way, they might be preserved fresh and 
nice, But although this was easy 
enough of accompllsument, there was 
found $o be « dilliculty in offering meats 
thus preserved, in competition with fresh 
slain carcasses, that had lost none of 
their freshness of color, Even the best 
qualities sent over in that way, were 
found to haye so much depreciated in 
price that the margin left wus very small 
indeed, But Canadian perseverance was 
not to bo outdone. It was thought to 
be feasable and finally several hundred 
head of the best description were success 
fully sent over, arriving in good condi- 
tion, at an average cost, of ubout 
$6. And when they were driven on 
the markets at Liverpool and Camden 
Town, a lively competition at once 
sprang up aud they were sold at prices 
quite as high as paid for the same 
quality of cattle of native growth. In 
reference to the Jast lot, the Live Stock 
Journal says: “The first lot of 40 head 
averaged £36; tho quality is excellent 
and they arriyed in good condition, with 
very few mishaps.” ‘This expression is 
yory flattering indeed, nol only because 
the trade is advantaged by none of the 
appliances that will ultimately be en 
ployed; but because it indicates a dispo- 
sition to encourage a trade that cannot 
fail to work advantage, not alone to the 
buyer, but to the seller. , 

At the present time, we are paying 
large import duty to the United States 
for u market for our fat cattle—enough 
—20 per cent. ad valorum —und more 
than enough to frieght them across tho 
Atlantic. In 1873-74 no less than 74,- 
G61 head of cattle and 871,404 sheep 
wero sent ocross the line, the duty on 
whisbjin oxcess of ordinary ecean freight, 
would itself bo fair profit. All this, 
it is nob too much to hope, will be stop: 
ped or largely curtailed. There are a fow 
difficulties of quarantine and “ regulus 
tion,” to be overcome} but these, through 
the interyontion of the Hons &dward 
Blake, now in Hogland, are likely to be 
removed,

TRAIN—ONE MAN KILLED—MIRACULOUS 
ESCAPE OF A LARGE NUMBER UF PASSEN- 
GEns, 

Tt was only afew days ago, says the Buf- 
falo Courier of Thuraday, that we chronicl- 
ed tho partial wrecking of & passenger train 
on the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern 
Railroad, some wretch intont upon robbery 
or murder, or both, having premeditatedly 
changed the switch ond thrown the train 
from the track. Wo are now called upon 
to report a second and even a more infam 
ous outrage than the first, the peculiar cir-

press train, which left Cleveland at eleven

Honor and Hthics. 


When organs of public opinion in 
England, leave it as a fair assumption, 
that they would rather misrepresent 
Canadian affairs than to stave the truth, 
the circumstance is of considerable im 
portance. The London Z'imes has exhi- 
bited a spirit of innate ignorance or wick- 
edness (capable of tither interpretation) 
that is inexplicable, Its scent for news 
adverse to the policy and common sense 
of this country is wonderfully accute: 
In this line, nothing escapes the writers 
of the Zimes. But we are sorry to be 
compelled to confess less sagacity in re- 
gard to matters of real merit in this 
country, whose foundation if unequivocal. 
Itis nota pleasant reflection that an 
organ of so much power, for good or 
evil, situated as the Z'imes, is at the 
fountain-‘head of our authority, and 
where so many Canadian interests exist, 
should be regarded, even on possible 
evidence, hostile. ‘here is, perhaps, no 
other authority, from which we way fear 
so much, It is true, the Zimes is a 
newspaper, with a record more or less 
erratic, and its political influence is 
rather of a general than a special order; 
but it is nevertheless an authority on all 
matters of internal economy of the 
highest order, and is naturally looked 
too for correct information in rogard to 
other things, once, when the Zimes 
speaks of Canada and Canadian affairs, 
the general reader is not able to correct 
ius errora and not prepared to suspect 
the sincerity of its statements, Tke 
Times is, therefore, doing Canada a 
great deil of harm, and has not the 
excuse to urge thut the latest is its first, 
or even greatest offense.

Our friends across the line. are’ now 
fairly immersed, or should be, in the 
Presidential election. There sre only 
two months left in which to reach the 
final result. _ Who shall be President 
for the next four years may be of little 
importance tous on this side of the 
line, but we naturally read American 
politics and become interested in the 
issue without really knowing why or 
being able to give un intelligent reason 
for the several sides wa take.

Tt is barely possible, however, thut 
to country, and not the professional 
politic, 1s most_at fault, ‘hero has 
been Democratic rule and Republican 
rule and there has been corruption and 
dismay from both. | Which party offers 
most to the well-meaning,non profession- 
al musses may be, and doubtless is, a 
yreat query. The old Democratic rule 
brought about the war and well-nigh en- 
compassed the dissolution of the Repub- 
lic, Its record is bad —as uninviting as 
it could well bo from the point of yiew 
looking to the general government of 
country. And this does not embrace 
the sins of the party by any means. 
New York had its Tammany Ring, and 
the Indian and Ruilroad records unearth- 
ed after many years of oblivion, also 
reflect back, Tho New York Court 
House alone involved a direct and posi- 
tive record of peculation reaching into 
millions of dollars.

The Last Tilton Scandal. 

MOW THRODORE'S FRIENDS EXPLAIN THAT 
SLEEPING CAR INCIDENT—PRESENCE OF 
MIND CAUSED BY ABSENCE OF BODY. 

The New York Sun of yesturday says: 
Theodore Tilton’s parlor-car experience 
was more of # topic in Brooklyn yester- 
day than auything has been since his first 
Accusations against the Plymauth pastor, 
Tt was jooularly received by all except Mr. 
Tilton’s firmer supporters, who wero excit- 
ed almoat to angor, over what,’so far, he 
has pormitted to go unoxplained. Mr, 
Tilton had just begun his lecture season. 
His book was full of engagemonts—more 
full than that of any lecturor in the field. 
Ho lectured in Vermont on the 14th, and 
on the 15th at Buahridgo he delivered an 
agricultural addross to a large throng on 
the fair grounds, He occupied the judgen’ 
stand in spoaking, ond as there was a raw 
atmosphere and a cool wind, he grow 
hoarse and was uuwell the rest of the day. 
Ho was obliged to hurry to his hotel, bolt 
down « dinner, and go at full speed to 
catch the one o'clock train. Tho conductor 
of tho train telegraphed to St. Albans, Vt. 
for nborth for him, and when Me. Tilton 
reached there he found that the telegraph 
had secured fur hima lower berth in the 
rear ond of tho car Plattsburg, 

A Boston journalist who mot him thero

Prof. Daweon anid that if tho resolution 
would pass, it would be found impossible 
for tho Teachers’ Lnatitateto put it into 
practico. Ho asked would it bo fair for the 
trestoos of a back settlement where thore 
wore only twonty scholars, to have a firet- 
class teachor, whilst anothor, with a larger 
number, could not get one as competent. 

Mr. Irwin d that all teachers should 
get good salarivs, good teachers only should 
be engaged and their salaries should bo 
uniform. 

Mr. A. F. Wood said every one could 
endorse the ficst part of the resolution ; 
but in order to mako the eecond part suit- 
ablo tho educational system would have to 
be changed, ‘The majority of the teachers 
had the boat certificates ; but they were 
certainly not thy best teachers. Hoe then 
moyed that all the words after “that” in

Inspector Mackintosh said some teachers 
got good pay and some did not, whilat 
others got more than they deserved. Ifa 
teacher was not pleased wich Mis salary 
given in the section in which he taught, he 
could romove to auother it he chose to do 
so.

sounds, His predictions have proved true, 
at least as far as the construction of another 
instrument which accomplishes the end, is 
concerned. The inventor of this instrument 
is Mr. Alexander Graham Bell, a native of 
England, but now a naturalized citizen of 
the United States. The experiments in 
question were made by him in connection 
with Professor Thomas A. Wataon some 
two weeks ago between Boston and Cam- 
bridgeport, tho two atations boing about 
two miles apart. A telegraph wiro, used 
by a manufacturing company, connects 
the two stations, ‘Telephones, as these 
instruments aro also called, were attach- 
ed to this wire, one at each end. Tho 
principal fea’nro in the conatenction of this 
telephone is a circular disk of mombrane, 
This receives the nir vibrations produced 
by the utterance of a word. These vibra- 
tions are carried along the wire by the 
electric current and finally received by the 
disk of the telephone at the othor end of 
the line. Tho principle of transmission is 
tho same as that of the toy known as 
lovers’ telegraph.

Tho noxt place we stayed av was Tromso, 
Norway, whwre wo anchored off the town 
three days; sud now the sun merely re- 
volved round the sky, and at miduight was 
high above tho horizon, aud shining with a 
brilliancy ovon greater than that seen under 
tropical skies, ‘Tho effect of this phenome- 
non has been often and variously described. 
but moro or less pootically, by many travel- 
lers ; bat all unite in one sontiment—that 
of its wondrous grandeur and solemnity, 
Por mysvlf, I experienced a feeling of mys- 
terious awe and dread, as if tho past had 
sunk into oblivion, and we were all phan- 
toms on the confines of the land of which it 
isaaid ‘There is no night there,” Ono 
peculiarity in this region is that although 
all nature is hushed and a palpable 
silonco reigns ovor all, there is some- 
thing in the atmosphere which renders sleep 
almost needless, Midnight found us quite 
as lively and bright as early morning—la- 
dies sketching or reading on deck under 
parascls; gentiomen lounging about, fishing, 
igniting their cigars by aid of burning- 
glasses from the sun's raya; and one had to 
darken the cabin windows with thick cur- 
tains even to obtain tho four or five hours’ 
sleep wo allowed ourselves during the twen- 
ty-four, From Tromso we visited the 
Lapps, and saw a herd of reindeer, A 
six-mile walk up the ‘Tromsodal brought 
ua to somo fenced-in enclosures, and 
farther on, three or four dome-shaped huts, 
about seven feet high in the centre, con- 
steucted of mud, stones and timber, each 
having a door, also a cirenlar-shaped open- 
ing in tho roof, serving for a chimney and 
window. On entering the hat through a 
doorway about four and a half foet high, 
we saw a very grimy old Lapp woman sit- 
ting in the smoke of a wood fire. On the 
ground were what seemed through the 
smoke to be seyeral small bundles, aud by 
four cords from the roof of the hat hung a 
smaller bundle ; examination, however, 
proved the latter to bo baby about a 
month old, and the others various members 
of tho family, covered with reindeer skins. 
Tho baby was laced up with gay cords in a 
cradle having the form of a largo shoe, 
We were not loth to make our exit, and 
asking for the reindeer wero told to look 
upward, where they were pointed out—ta 
magniffcent tribe of 400"—slowly descend- 
ing from the bare-looking mountains. In 
timo, by the aid of sagacious dogs, were 
driven into one of the inclosures, and some 
of the animals, being adroitly lassoad, were 
brought near for our inspoction. — These 
Lapps and their reindeer wander into the 
interior of the country daring the winter, 
and return to these, thoir summer haunts, 
every spring. It io said that their ap- 
proach is always unnounced beforehand by 
the arrival of wolves, these latter animals 
making a point of being continually in at- 
tendance on the herds of reindeer—I am 
atraid with sinister motives.— London

A Lame Plea. 


The- commercial depression that has 
prevailed in Canaada for three yeats has 
been utilized by the Opposition to good 
advantage. Asa contemporary reroarks, 
“when men are not making so much 
money as they have’ been accustomed to 
make, they are quite willing to blame 
others for their misfortune.” It so hap- 
pened that the hard times began almost 
simultaneously with tho advent of the 
Reform party to power in the Dominion, 
and hence the plea offered by the Con- 
servativex, that the Government was re- 
sponsible for the falling off in trade and 
general business prosperity,was the more 
readily accepted by maay.who suffered a 
decrease ot profits. The Premier and 
Finance Minister have clearly shown the 
utler absurdity and inconsistency of such 
a plea, and huye given indubitalle proof 
of the wisdom of the course pursued by 
the Government. But the dfail has re- 
solutely retused to admit that, because a 
depression exists in the United States 
and most countries of Europe, Canida 
should feel the effects. We bave no 
other excuse to offer for the dullness in 
commercial transactions but Govern- 
mental incapacity and financial blunder- 
ing, the organ insists. The Americans, 
we are told, vre experiencing a relapse 
from the abnormal condition of affairs 
that followed the late civil war. Eng- 
land has met with a check from over 
production and au inability to longer 
command the markets of the world tor 
her productions. But Canada has had 
no war to disturb the maoufacturing 
and financial resources of the country, 
and her industries are yet in their in- 
fancy with an unlimited field whereia to 
find amarket, Such reasoning is un- 
worthy of a journal making the preten- 
tions of being a leading organ of public 
opinion. ‘Phat the people of the United 
States have been experiencing hard times 
and were forced to economize in order to 
tide over the crisis the organ admits. 
The same may be said ot England, only 
to aless extent. Does it not follow, 
therefore, that our only customers being 
forced by circumstances, over which we 
can have no control, to curtail their pur- 
chases, our sales must necessarily be 
limited? How is the Government to 
improve this state of affuirs? Our 
manufacturers find that they cannot dis- 
pose of half theiv productions, for the 
very reason that the American and 
English customers are nok’ able to buy 
on the same scale as formerly. The 
Government has made every effort to 
find new markets and with partial 
success, but no human agency could 
provide a means for avoiding a share of 
the universal depression that prevails in 
commercial circles.

Passing west we 
strike a cuttiog that has been made on thu 
side of a hill, and shortly after we arrive 
at Hog Lake Bridge. Thisis a “structure 
of very great importance, and in the 
building of it many difficulties had to bp 
ontended against. ‘The water is very deep 
and as the soil is soft the spiles on which 
the bridge is erected haye to be driven 
down a considerable distunce. The bridge 
isa trestle, is 873 feet long, and tho 
material used in its construction, . is 
rock elm and yellow ost. It appears 
to t{have been well aud” substantially 
built, the parts are. firmly jointed and 
bolted together, and no effort scoma to 
have been spared to mako it a firs'-class 
stcucture in every sense of the word. Aa 
other bridge, of » similar pattern, though 
shorter, being only 370 feet long, has yet 
to be built. One eud of each of the 
bridges, reats on an island in the lake, and 
in order to cross the channel and retain 
the solidity of the bridge, five piers have 
been erected. The general appearance of 
this structure denotes care and engineering 
skill of a high order. Tio total length of 
the road from the Junction to the Moore 
Ming, the proposed terminus, is abour 22 
miles. Work was. commenced on it in 
September, 1875, and has been contigued 
till now, withodt intermission. Av one 
time over 100 bands were employed id 
work on thir project, but for reasons, ap- 
parent to every one, in theae times of 
financial depression and *' Grit mis-rule,” 
the number has been lessened, eo that at

For three years have the Jonserva- 
tives been shivering in the cold shades 
of Opposition.

and approved ideas in regard to tho organi- 
ration and instruction of pupils, honest and 
conscientious in the discharge of his duties, 
imbued with o correct senso of the vast im- 
portance of the interests committed to his 
charge, and, in a word, fitted by intelli- 
gence, education, culture, habits, and sha- 
racter, for his portion,—no salary, however 
great, can represent tho value of his influ- 
ence for good upon his pe 

On the other hand, if tho teacher is as 
some, at least, of our teachers aro—moental 
ly asleop or but half-awakoned ; without 
judgment, albeit possessed of that bastard 
sister of tact which is called policy; void 
of culture ; earnestly desirous to got a cer- 
tifloate of some grado, and studious to the 
extent necessary for tho advancement of 
that object, but no further ; desirous to 
learn so much of the methods of instruction 
and principles of government as may onable 
him to ploaso the pooplo and draw his sala- 
ry; without a proper conception of tho re- 
sponsible duties devolving upon him! 
merely contont to keep school until some 
moro copyenial and loss irkaome mode of 
wetting bread and buttor prosout itself; 
and lacking in enthusiasm for his work,— 
his influonco will bo prejudicial inatoad of 
bonoficial, Any wayos (salary is not the 
word), howover low, aru too high in his 
cane.
